day to this. The original and peculiar thunder 
of the journal in those days, its able and ac- 
curate reports of the debates, others have 
stolen, and employed more effectively. But 
the other characteristic excellences of the 
Intelligencer have remained its own. The dig- 
nity and impartiality of its political discus 
sions ; its freedom from» violent party bias ; 
the unvarying ‘courtesy ‘with which it has 
treated political opponents ; the judicial calm- 
ness and forbearance of its personal and lite- 
rary criticisms ; these. traits have never been 
wanting, and have secured for the Intelligencer 
an influence which it might have lacked had 
its editorial management been marked by 
greater vigor, originative power. and enter- 
prise. They have algo earned it immunity 
from the fate of every other daily journal at 
the capital, where papers appear and vanish 
like the spectres of a melo-drama. 

Indeed, to these causes, and to the merited 
regard and respect which the lives of the two 
proprietors have secured, must the prolonged 
existence of the Intelligencer be solely ascribed. 
The soil of Washington is unfriendly to jour- 
nalism. In the shadow, thrifty 
pewspaper is, and mist al be, an exotic. 
Under the transient sunshine 6f official pat- 
ronage, a Government. orgati may flourish for 
a few years ; then the periodical vicissitudes of 
party warfare must do its work, ahd the organ 
pass into an opposition print, and thence, if 
not saved by a speedy revulgion, to diasolation. 
There is no reward for industry or enterprise. 
The journalist goes thither, like a California 
miner to his placer, to make the most of 
a golden opportunity, and to retreat. ‘He real- 
izes that Washington is rather a caravanserai 
than a town—a stopping and place, 
where travelers gather and disappear—but 
where none but the servants of the house will- 
ingly sojourn. ‘Hence the difficalty of: main- 
taining a newspaper. Self-sustaining ho pa- 
per can be. §o long as any share-of patron- 
age may eke out the seanty diet of non-paying 
circulation and meagre advertising, the Press 
may live. When such adscititious aids fail it, 
it perishes. The Intelligencer has outlived the 
efficacy of such helps. The generation with 
which it was an ultimate authority; dnd con- 
clusive rule.of political. action, has nearly 
passed. The age has advanced and. left it. 
The newspaper of which New. York journal- 
ism furnishes the type no more regembles it 
than it in turn resembles the news-letier of 
two hundred years ago, or than a mail train 
resembles thé mail wagon in which’ the early 
numbers of our venerable cotemporary were 
borne to its readers. The times change, and 
they who would endure change with them. 
The Intelligencer has known no change, and 
80 dies.
